Dear  Bob, 

It  has  taken  me  a  while  to  get  around 
to  dropping  you  a  line,  but  you  must 
have  had  some  news  of  the  ^.ternal  City 
from  some  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Curia.  Father  Hubert  Coughlin  tells 
me  that  the  new  house  is  shaping  up 
nicely  and  that  you  are  more  and  more 
pleased  with  it  each  day.  Hope  it  is 
not  too  lonesome. 

Father  Vincent  Kennedy  left  us  and  should 
be  in  ^oronto  on  Saturday  evening,  for 
better  or  worse.  Reg  O'Donnell  is  in 
the  hospital  with  a  very  bad  cold,  and 
he  should  stay  there  until  it  is  entirely 
gone.   He  has  liad  it  for  about  five 
months.  Billy  Irwin  is  fine,  and  very 
good  company.   He  likes  it  here,  and 
they  like  him.   For  someone  who  does 
not  speak  French,  he  f;ets  alon^  very 
well,   ./e  take  our  Italian  lesson  to- 
gether, anci  then  at  odd  moments  v/e 
speak  together  in  Italiano.   It  is  not 
difficult,  and  the  two  of  us  are  the 
star  pupils  of  the  Iddy  who  comes  here 
to  give  the  lessons. 

One  day  Bill  and  I  went  all  through  the 
house  owned  by  the  Fathers  of  Mercy.  It 
would  never  do  for  us.   In  the  first 
place  it  is  much  too  noisy.   You  can

hardly  hear  yourself  think  In  rush  hour 
with  the  cisrs  whizzing  past  the  door, 
and  this  happens  four  times  a  day.  There 
is  a  lovely  garden  in  back  of  it  (lovely 
in  the  sense  of  considerably  roumy),  and 
the  plan  of  the  house  is  simple  and  con- 
venient. But  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
spent  v/ould  be  prohibitive:  new  roof, 
new  plurabing,  nev/  heating. 

Yesterday  I  went  out  vdth  Father  Bolduc, 
the  Procurator'  of  the  Viatorians  to  see 
their  new  house  in  the  building.  It  is 
in  the  ne\i   and  expensive  section  of 
Home,  and  is  quite  large.  *^e  says  it 
is  too  large,  and   I  think  so  too.  You 
don^t  need  coriddors  14  feet  'vvlde  for 
a  house  v^ith  10  or  15  people  in  it.  They 
are  building  a  very  complete  plant: 
Generalate,  House  for  Graduate  students, 
Ghapel  (a  separate  building)  and  a  con- 
vent for  the  nuns  whome  they  hope  to 
getL.   I  don't  think  we  would  want  any- 
thing on  that  order. 

Property  here  in  Home  is  terribly  expen- 
sive. Our  only  hope  v/ould  be,  as  you 
mentioned  before,  some  religious  house 
wanting  to  fold,  and  willing  to  sell 
their  property  to  us  for  a  reasonable 
sum.   If  you  happen  to  be  in  the  right 
part  of  town,  you  can  get  a  mint  of 
money  for  your  builning.   I  think  we 
should  have  more  definite  plans  and  a 
clearer  idea  of  v/hat  v/e  are  looking  for, 
before  going  any  further  in  the  business, 
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March  24,  1961 

The  other  div  on  the  bus  I  happened  to 
be  beside  a  distinguished  priest  v;ith 
a  white  beard,  l/e  began  talking  and 
he  told  rae  he  was  a  Basilian:  of  St. 
Savior.  He  had  never  heard  of  us,  of 
coui*se,  even  though  we  are  larger  than 
all  the  Basilian.s  put  together.  Here 
in  Ak)ne  you  are  either  frora  Brazil  or 
you  are  an  oriental:  what  can  v/e  do 
about  it.  Even  the  Holy  Father  himself 
knov/s  us  not,  and  has  to  liave  the  whole 
thing  explained. •• 

Be  sure  to  let  rne  knov/  if  there  is  any- 
thing I  can  do  for  you,  or  if  there  are 
any  ideas  you  would  like  me  to  explore. 
I'm  sure  you  are  all  very  busy  over 
there  arranging  things  for  the  Qonsec- 
ration  and  the  Installation  and  the 
Chapter.  Give  my  kindest  to  e^ch  and 
all,  and  have  a  happy  Easter.

Dear  Bob, 

It  was  gocxi  to  hear  from  3'ou.  To  tell 
you  the  truth  I  had  been  a  little  puzzled 
by  your  long  silence,  and  I  even  ./ent  so 
far  as  to  think  that  something  might 
have  been  amiss.  Dut  your  letter  as- 
sures me  that  all  is  v/ell:  all  the  better. 

Father  Flahiff  wrote  rae  that  he  might  be 
coming  at  the  end  of  the  week.  I  have 
made  preparations  for  him  and  he  should 
be  able  to  do  everything  in  ten  dnys  to 
twelve,   ihe  tailor  mir;ht  even  give  him 
preference  if  he  knows  that  he  is  wait- 
ing to  go  back  to  Canada.   It  ./ill  be 
good  to  see  him  and  to  talk  over  a  fevf 
things  that  need  attention. 

Our  Ratio  Studiorum  has  been  returned 
to  me  for  further  clarification.   It 
seems  that  we  have  not  been  specific 
enough  on  the  steps  of  formation,  and 
on  tihe  particular  position  of  the  Mas- 
ter of  Scholastics.   I  shall  din cuss 
the  affair  with  Father  Flahiff,  and 
perhaps  redo  the  thing  here. 

The  Viatorian^i  have  a  ver^'  fine  little 
ordo  which  can  be  done  up  for  about  44 
cents  a  copy.  They  base  it  on  the  Uni- 
versal Ordo  and  Just  make  a  few  changes 
for  their  feasts  {  which  would  be  more 
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numerous  than  ours  by  a  long  i^ot.) 
The  print  ex*  here  in  tome  could  do  a 
good  job,  with  our  o.vn  crest  and  cover 
design  cind  v/ith  perforated  pagea.   I 
shall  also  discuss  tiiis  matter  ^/ith 
Father  Flahiff .  Frora  what  Father  i-'in- 
cent  Kennedy  sayfa  there  are  to  be  no 
changes  v/hich  will  affect  the  Ordo  for 
many  years,  even  in  spite  of  the  Council. 

This  might  be  Bomething  that  could  be 
discussed  at  the  coming  Chapter-  There 
is  al55o  the  question  of  our  name.   As 
you  knov/  it  causes  all  kinds  of  trouble 
and  misunderstanding.   I  am  convinced 
that  French  Gamda  doe^-  not  know  us  at 
all.   ^his  very  mornin^;,  wrdle  visiting 
the  Jesuit  Ceneraiate  I  had  proof  of 
this.  The  secretary''  to  Father  Jwain,  a 
French  Canadian,  asked  me  if  we  were 
part  of  the  Oriental  Basilians.  v/ell, 
if  the  Frer.cii  Canadians  do  not  know  us, 
what  can  we  hope  from  other  sources  over 
here  in  Kurope.  Did  you  ever  t  ink  that 
we  might  be  able  to  do  something  about 
our  name.  I  have  heard  one  Basilian  at 
least,  and  he  is  a  very  balanced  person, 
suggest  that  we  should  change  it  alto- 
gether. 

Bill  Irwin  is  fine,  and  so  is  Reg  0»Don- 
nell.  He  had  intended  (i.e.  rteg.)  to 
go  to  Paris  after  his  return  from  Athens 
but  nov/  is  going  to  ivait  for  a  visit 
with  Father  Flahiff.   .Ve  should  have  a 
good  get-together  v/hile  he  is  here. 
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Father  ./ilfrid  D\-{yer   is  here,  too,  and 
enjoying  Home  imiensely*  He  is  great 
company,  and  keeps  them  amused  at  the 
table-   I  guess  he  too  plan?  to  spend 
a  week  or  more  here. 

Be  sure  do  let  me  know  if  there  is  any- 
thing I  can  do   for  you,  or  if  you  want 
any  more  inx^ormation  on  property.   I 
suppose  Father  Flahiff  will  have  some 
ideas  to  talk  over  v/hen  he  comes.   I 
shall  keep  you  informed  of  developm^ants. 
Le  me  knov/  v/hat  is  bein^  discussed  re 
the  coming  Chapter.

Dear  Bob, 

Ttianks  for  yours  of  the  4th,  v^ith  the 
nev/s  it  contained.  You  guesrjed  right 
about  the  other  indult  to  be  asked  for: 
I  have  nov/  submitted  the  petition,  and 
it  should  corae  out  nearer  the  date  of 
last  time,  that  is,  about  the  26th  of 
May. 

I  am  leaving  on  tiunday  the  14th  for 
Annonay  to  do  the  Visitation.   I  had 
hoped  to  do  it  last  month,  but  v/hat 
with  visits  and  other  things  to  do,  I 
didn't  have  a  clear  v/eek.  I  expect  to 
be  back  here  on  Pentecost,  or  on  l%nday 
after,  i.e.  the  22nd  of  ^lay.   I  had 
word  from  Father  Rene  Robert  this  morn- 
ing to  the  effect  that  this  is  a  suit- 
able time,  and  I  want  to  get  it  over 
with  before  sometliing  else  comes  up 
to  postpone  it. 

In  your  next  letter,  if  you  have  the 
information,  I'd  like  to  know  how 
Father  i''lahiff  made  out  at  the  customs 
with  his  robes,  etc.  He  thought  there 
would  be  no  tix>uble.

The  cancellation  of  Third  Year  Ordin- 
ations is  now  official.  Father  Flabiff 
should  be  receiving  word  officially 
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soon,  if  he  has  not  done  so  already.  I 
guesj^  it  v/ill  mean  some  re-organization 
of  our  studies,  etc.   But  perhaps  in 
^he  lon^f^  run  it  v/ill  v/ork  out  very  v/ell. 

his  mi^ht  be  the  time  to  implement 
t'ully  our  fifth  year.   And  then  as  they 
say  here  in  Hone:  wait  for  the  Council, 
thing; 8  may  change.  But  I  have  a  sort 
of  impression  that  the  Council  v^ill  not 
concern  itself  with  many  things  which 
people  ex})ect... 

Bill  Irv/in  isi  fine  and  v/orking  hard  for 
the  last  lap  of  studies  for  the  year.

They  just  don't 
seem  to  know  how  to  get  hold  of  people 
in  his  house,   ^'hen  the  lines  are  often 
overcrowded  here,  and  you  can't  fret  a 
call  throuf^h  to  anyone.  But  he's  work- 
ing hard,  and  riding  on  the  wonderful 
experience  of  the  Papal  Audience  with 
Father  Flah^ff . 

Yesterday  I  attended  the  Canonization 
of  Blessed  Maria  Her ti 11a  Bouscardin. 
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It  was  the  first  tine  for  me  at  one  of 
these  Canonisations,  but  I  found  it 
well  worth  the  four  and  one  half  hours. 
The  Basilica  was  beautifully  li^^hted  as 
the  Gerenony  was  televised,  and  the 
Holy  Father  is  impressive,  although  he 
gives  the  impression  of  being  tired. 
And  I  vjn   becinning  to  think  that  this 
coning  Council  io  going  to  be  a  great 
drain  on  hia.  But  I  guess  he  is  of 
good  stock,  and  he  certainly  has  plenty 
of  energy.  He  is  to  issue  an  Encyclical 
this  Sunday  to  cormnemorate  the  70th 
anniversary  of  ^^erum  Novarum.   i'here 
will  be  a  big  do  in  3t.  Peter's  Square. 

Keep  tae  posted  on  Chapter  Elections 
and  on  Episcopal  Consecrations.   I  guess 
you  have  ^plenty  to  think  about  these 
days  in  Toronto.  Kindest  regards  to

It  sure  is  a 
great  opportunity  for  them  :ind  no  doubt 
they* 11  make  the  best  of  it.   Mow  if 
we  could  only  get  a  house  ... 

Eddie  Sullivan  just  came  and  sure  enough 
he  is  taking  a  room  here.   He  seems  to 
be  happy  at  the  pror>pect  of  settling 
down  someplace  for  a  while.   He  looks 
thin,  of  course,  but  I  guess  that's  due 
to  his  usual  state  of  health.   In  any

Maison  S.  Basile  was  bought  from  the 
aan  who  had  built  it  one  year  before, 
and  who  was  residing  in  it  with  his 
family,  on  Uovember  23th,  1961,  at  a 
cost  of  45,000  dollars.   Before  occup- 
ancy by  the  Community,  two  single  rooms 
were  cut  off  the  large  recreation  room, 
some  of  the  garage  space  was  converted 
into  a  Chapel,  and  the  heating  was 
changed  from  coal  to  oil.  The  house  then 
consisted  of  a  spacious  Chapel,  seven 
individual  rooms,  a  large  living-dining 
room,  a  kitchen  and  garage. 

On  December  7th-  two  priests  and  four 
scholastics  tooK  up  residence.   The 
following  day  His  Grace  Archbishop  George 
Flahiff,  returning  from  Rome,  arrived  to 
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bless  the  house.  This  took  place  on 
Decenber  10th,  Father  James  Hanrahan 
and  Father  Alazard,  Superior  of  the 
Paris  Foreign  Mission  Motherhouse  on 
the  Hue  du  Bac  where  the  BasL  lian  Com- 
munity had  received  hospitality  for 
four  months,  being  present  for  the 
occasi  on. 

Maison  li.  Basile  is  pleasantly  situated 
overlooking  the  Park  of  Issy  les  Moul- 
in eaux  and  the  wester  side  of  Paris • 
The  property  opens  on  tv;o  streets,  al- 
though it  is  away  from  heavy  traffic. 
The  Seminaire  de  St.  Sulpice  is  a  seven 
minute  walk;  the  Metro  for  downtown 
Paris  and  the  Institut  Gatholique  is 
four  minutes  away*  The  Chapel  decor- 
ation is  by  Monsieur  Jean-Clauc)e  Saint- 
ville  of  Paris.

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daythere  was  a  telegram  to  the  effect 
that  he  v/ould  not  be  able  to  go  to  An- 
nonay  at  all,  as  he  has  to  leave  Paris 
on  the  11th.

I  an  ashamed  of  myself,  I  should  have 
answered  to  you  earlier,  but  I  am  not 
a  good  correspondent  and  especially 
when  I  have  to  corae  back  to  the  ^inglish 
Language.   I  still  can  read  it  fairly 
easily,  but  I  found  harder  to  write  it. 

I  must  thank  you  Father,  for  sending 
me  first  of  all  the  appointments  in 
June  and  then  the  Annals  in  December. 

In  June  I  was  ver>^  busy  with  my  Milit- 
ary Boys.   They  left  on  the  last  day 
of  June.   At*ter  that,  as  you  know,  I 
lost  my  Brother,  and  a  few  weeks  later 
I  went  to  Algeria. 

Here  the  life  is  pretty  rough  even  though 
I  think  I  am  very  lucky.   I  found  some 
nice  friends  and  I  have  the  chance  to 
have  f'lass  almost  every  Sunday.   I  mean 
that  Mass  is  said  every  Sunday  in  the 
Parish  Church,  but  it  is  hard  to  get  out 
of  the  camp;  first  of  all,  because  we 
have  v/ork  all  the  time  even  Sunday 
morning,  ana  then  our  Captain  is  not 
too  kind* 
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Anyway,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  good 
to  do.  Sometimes,  it  gets  very  hard, 
but  after  these  moments,  there  are  al- 
ways good  periods.   Actually,  my  main 
jobs  are  to  prepare  a  Boy  for  his  First 
Comxaunion  at  Kaster  Time  and  then  to 
talk  v/ith  another  one  who  is  Protestant.

The 
winter  has  been  quite  rough.   I  must 
tell  you  that  I  am  lost  in  the  mountains 
to  the  ^outh  of  Constant ine.   Beside 
the  snov/,  and  the  cold  \find,  it  was 
fighting,   v/elll   Now  V7e  are  looking 
to  the  Summer.   I  heard  that  it  is  quite 
warm  and  the  water  very  scarce.   It  is 

already  scarce  and  we  cannot  get  washed 
ever^'  day  and  our  uniforms  are  wery   dirty. 
Weill  it's  the  rilitary  life  and  one  day 
it  will  end  up.   -^'hat  day  is  still  very 
far,  however  I  hope  to  be  back  for 
Christmas. 
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I  think,  Father,  that  this  little  des- 
cription is  enough  to  give  you  an  idea 
of  what  ray  life  is  here.   I,  therefore, 
end  up  my  letter  in  telling  you  that 
I  don't  forget  you  and  all  the  confreres 
in  my  prayers,  especially  during  this 
Lent*

Sincere  tlianks  for  the  list  of  the 
capitulars  as  well  as  for  your  own 
letter  enclosed. 

Your  suggestion  is  a  good  one,  excellent 
even,  but,  alas J  impossible.   As  you 
know  our  school  is  in  full  session  until 
June  29th,  and  the  last  two  weeks  are 
without  a  doubt  the  heaviest  in  the 
whole  year.  By  leaving  Annonay  June 
10th  (after  three  hours  of  class)  I  can 
be  at  St.  Michael *s  the  evening  of  June 
11th  ready  to  go  to  v/ork  the  morning  of 
June  13th.   i^ven  at  that,  I  shall  be 
placing  the  burden  of  all  my  classes 
and  examinations  both  written  and  oral 
on  the  shoulders  of  the  remaining  full- 
time  teachers  for  the  last  two  weeks  of 
the  school  year. 

Another  complication  has  arisen  of  late. 
Our  Spanish  professor,  a  layman,  with 
whoa  I  collaborate  in  that  field,  and 
who  has  not  been  doing  very  satisfactoiry 
work  all  year  long,  has  recently  com- 
mitted professional  offences  sufficiently 
serious  to  obli-'e  us  to  let  him  go. 
There  bein^:  no  replacement  available  at 
the  moment,  I  shall  have  to  take  over 
the  direction  of  his  classes,  all  of  them 
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in  the  upper  years  including  the  bacca- 
laureat  Spanish  class.   Once  I  leave, 
they  will  have  no  Spanish  prof,  at  all, 
^d  two  weeks  is  a  sizeable  period  in 
which  to  keep  them  busy  on  their  own 
with  assignments. 

I  am  grateful  to  you  however.  Father, 
for  offering  that  particular  suggestion 
which  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the 
house  here  and  of  the  Community;  and 
above  all,  please  don't  think  I  am 
simply  brushing  it  aside  v/ith  a  flat  re- 
fusal.  If  it  \;ere  possible,  believe 
me,  I  v/ould  take  you  up  on  it,  as  I  too 
realize  how  much  good  can  be  done  in 
what  Father  ohaw  TJohn)  Sheehan  so 
beautifully  described  as  ^^restful  con- 
versations^. 

May  I  in  my  turn  make  a  suggestion  to 
you?  »^hould  you  have  the  time  to  write 
again,  could  I  ask  you  to  list  as  many 
items  as  you  can  think  of  that  confreres 
are  likely  to  ask  about  regarding  Annonay? 
I  have  a  number  already  prepared,  thanks 
to  ray  visi  s  in  195^  and  6S,  but  the 
longer  I  stay  over  here  the  farther  I 
seem  to  feel  from  the  interests  and 
points  of  view  of  the  confreres  in  the 
Canadian  and  American  houses.   That  may 
shock  you,  but  I  think  it  is  only  natural 
a  part  of  that  long  process  of  adaptation 
that  one  simply  has  to  make  in  a  foreign 
country.   If  you  could  send  me  that 
little  list  sometime  in  Ma^-,  I  should 
be  verv   frateful  indeed. 
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We  are  on  Easter  holidays  here  as  of 
Saturday  at  noon.   It  seems  early,  as 
yesterday  was  only  Pasa  on  Sunday,  but 
then,  the  re-opening  on  Easter  Tuesday 
v/ill  seera  early  tool   Our  weather  is 
beautiful  xvith  spring  flowers  every- 
where and  the  fruit  trees  in  full  bloom. 
We  really  didn't  have  much  of  a  winter. 
From  what  I  hear  fron  Lindsay,  it  v/as 
not  quite  the  sane  story  there.

At  this  time  I  don  t  know  whether  you 
belong  to  the  ruliAg  class  or  not.  This 
morning  I  decided  to  visit  the  Vatican 
Library.   I  heard  all  sorts  of  tales 
about  hov/  hard  it  was  to  £;et   in  but  I 
had  no  trouble  getting  the  pass,  etc. 
I  filled  out  an  ap^^li cation  at  the  gate 
goin,'  into  Vatican  City  and  the  man  gave 
a  general  direction  which  I  didn't  find 
too  clear.   I  aisked  a  few  people  and 
they  never  heard  of  it.   I  finally  saw 
an  oriental  guy  v/ith  a  big  beard  and 
he  looked  like  a  scholar  so  I  decided 
to  ask  him  in  French,  "0\i  est  la  biblio- 
th^que?**  He  ansv/ered,  '*You  mean  the 
Vatican  Library^  Father".   I  got  in  to 
see  the  secretary  and  v/e  had  a  nice 
cluit  and  he  gave  me  a  pss  which  I  took 
to  the  desk  and  gave  it  in  and  signed 
up  for  key  90  at  10:20  .am.  He  said 
second  floor.   I  went  up  about  20  feet 
and  by  mistake  walked  into  the  catal- 
oguing room.  The  head  cataloger  met  me 
and  I  told  him  who  Iwas  and  interested 
in  cataloguing,  so  he  showed  me  all 
around  the  place  and  what  they  use  etc. 
in  catalo;;uing  and  c  la  salification.  They 
use  Library  of  Congress  classification 
with  no  changes  for  Catholic  stiidd.  He 
put  me  on  an  elevator  and  brou?:ht  me 
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the  other  20  feet  up  to  the  second 
floor.   I  browsed  around  for  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  looking  through 
their  classified  catalog.  They  had 
about  30  books  in  the  PS  (American 
Literature)  and  most  of  them  were 
dillies.

in  the  catalog  room  and  showed  how  to 
find  the  catalogs  and  then  how  to  look 
the  individual  manuscript  in  the  cat- 
alog,  oome  of  the  catalogs  are  printed 
and  others  are  handwritten.   Each  has 
a  good  annotation  according  to  the 
Butler  girl  who  had  been  using  them.  I 
was  disap  >ointed  in  most  of  the  touts 
I  took  as  they  wasted  too  much  time  and 
you  don't  get  enough  time  in  the  main 
places*  However,  I  get  tired  and  ray 
legs  pain  ae  a  good  aeal  so  I  am  taking 
it  easier  nov/.   Actually  it  is  quite 
easy  to  look  up  the  places  you  want  to 
go  to  <Jn(i  take  a  bus  and  do  it  leisurely 
It  is  a  terrific  city  and  I  never  saw 
anything  like  it.   I  was  at  the  canon- 
ization iiunday  in  the  tribune  of  S.Elia 
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and  quite  close  to  the  Pope.   The  most 
thrilling:  relit:ious  experience  I  ever 
had.  John  XXlil  led  the  office  of  Terce 
right  across  from  us  "coram  Flood".   I 
had  tossed  coins  in  the  font  of  Trevi 
at  night  and  vi .sited  the  Coloseum  at 
night  and  in  general  it  has  been  a 
wonderful  experience.   I  even  played 
bridge  v/ith  the  \^ice-rector  and  on  the 
last  hand  made  a  steal  of  three  no  trump 
while  the  opposition  had  four  spades. 
He  greeted  me  at  the  lunch  the  next  day 
with  a  remark  about  a  man  from  Toronto 
who  makes  a  great  steal.   He  was  my 
partner  and  we  won  so  it  v/as  o.k.  Larry 
Elmer  is  not  r:pin^^  to  the  play  so  I 
bought  his  ticket  so  I  will  be  here  on 
July  ^.   Big  Dan  (Ifulvihill)  was  thru 
here  earlier.   I  got  here  June  11  coming 
up  from  Naples  and  I  will  be  back  here 
August  IS  leaving  for  Naples  on  August 
19  and  sailing  from  there  nugust  22.

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Belyea  got  thru  his  and  we  l^d  a  great 
day  (June  14)  dining  around,   I  learned 
to'di-ive  a  Fiat  600  which  I  rented  for 
the  day  and  we  had  a  lot  of  fun,  even 
went  swimniing  in  the  Lido  at  Ostia.  Big 
beautiful  beach  and  the  water  was  great 
I  find  you  can  get  by  most  of  the  time 
on  English  and  lots  of  expression  by 
sign  language,  etc.   I  usually  get  the 
Daily  American  printed  in  Rome  which 
keeps  me  up  on  the  baseball  scores  etc. 
I  came  over  on  a  first*  class  stateroom 
all  to  myself  and  ate  in  tourist.

Your  letter  arrived  while  I  was  on  re- 
treat, that  is  the  reason  for  the  slight 
delay  in  my  ans\/er  to  it.   First  of  all, 
ray  address  is  still  the  vsame:  Knights 
of  St.  Golumba  Club,  11  Lansdowne  Road 
W.ll  London,  Englcind.  Telephone  PAHk 
5623.   As  of  now  I  can  see  no  change. 
I  have  tried  about  cieven  possibilities 
v/ith  no  success.   I  am  keeping  an  eye 
and  ear  opened  for  a  suitable  residence 
in  an  ecclesiastical  house  but  they  are 
not  eail  ly  come  by  in  London,   i'here 
are  parish  possibilities  but  the  risk 
of  being  regarded  as  a  curate  and  being 
dravm  into  parish  work  is  too  great.  I 
have  been  strongly  advised  against  a 
parish  by  student-priests  I  have  met, 
by  some  religious  I  have  spoken  to  and 
by  the  University  Chaplain,  who  is  also 
a  Pastor  himself.   If  my  address  does 
change,  however,  I  shall  let  you  know.

Thank  you  for  the  letters  appended  to 
the  sad  newsletters  you  sent.  The  deaths 
of  Fathers  Edmund  Burns,  Blake  Coll  and 
Bill  Conv/ay  were  great  shocks.   I  think 
I  remember  hearin^^;  that  Bill  v/as  in  the 
hospital,  but  had  no  idea  what  was  wrong 
witii  him  or  that  it  was  serious.  Father 
\4ey   is  certainly  having  a  baptism  of 
fire. 

About  the  addresses,  as  far  as  I  know 
mine  will  remain  the  same.   Further 
attempts  to  settle  into  a  religious 
house  have  met  v/ith  the  same  difficulty 
since  the  places  around  here  are  just 
not  equipped  to  take  student  priests 
for  any  length  of  time.   The  place  I  am 
now  in  is  very  good  and  the  people  most 
kind.

Also  as  far  as  I  know  Jim  Han- 
rahan  v/ill  be  using  this  place  as  his 
basis  ofoperations  in  England  during  the 
coming  year.   He  should  be  here  on  Sep- 
tember 20  from  ^^nnonay  where  he  made 
his  retreat,  or  planned  to  the  last  time 
I  spoke  to  him.   If  there  is  any  change 
in  tills  I  shall  have  him  let  you  know 
or  write  myself. 
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I  can  well  appreciate  John  M.  Kelly's 
remark  about  "nomadic"  you-know-what.

You  knov/,  of  course,  that  in  mentioning 
the  question  of  vocations,  their  follow- 
ing up  once  discovered,  anG  tlieir  nur- 
turing once  "the  bird  is  caught",  you 
have  btruck  a  subject  very  dear  tc  my 
little  heart.  Though  perhaps  not  in 
the  same  way  as  you,  I  too  have  wondered 
at  the  heavy  casualties  at  the  end  of 
certain  years.   Certainly  a  lot  of  screen- 
ing is  aone  in  the  Novitiates.  Does 
that  mean  that  the  Jc'iolasticates  are 
responsible?  I  had  the  op,vortunity  of 
living  at  Assumption  University  during 
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the  past  summer  and  for  my  own  personal 
information,  I  kept  my  ears  and  eyes 
open  and  my  opinions  to  myself.   I  was 
not  spying  but  I  v/anted  confirmation  or 
denial  of  things  I  had  heard  about.   I 
have  never  limited  my  interest  in  vo- 
cations to  the  little  groundwork  that 
I  do  in  one  school.   I  regret  that  I 
Goulcin't  spend  more  time  at  the  Seminary 
on  my  way  back,   a  he  re  are  a  fev/  things 
that  I  should  have  liked  very  much  to 
ask  you  about*   Peiiiaps  we  share  the 
sane  views,  and  I  should  like  to  compare 
notes.   One  thing  has  been  accomplished 
though  —  the  rounding  up  of  moderators 
under  the  leadership  of  Father  Francis 
Orsini.   I  too  hope  and  pray  that  the 
iJouncil  will  move  quickly  on  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Director. 

Here  at  St.  Mary*s  we  have  high  hopes 
of  being  represented  again  in  next 
year*s  class.   So  many  odd  things  have 
gone  through  my  little  counselling 
room  during  the  past  month  that  I  have 
done  too  little  of  my  contact  v/ork  v/ith 
the  prospects.   Things  are  levelling 
off  now  and  I  should  go  at  it  full 
swing  this  coming  week. 

I  trust  that  the  two  3t-  Mary's  boys 
are  holding  their  own  at  Richmond  Hill. 
I  keep  informed  through  their  parents. 
God  v/iliing,  may  they  persevere  I 

So  far,  the  new  job  has  not  turned  out 
to  be  a  headache.  There  are  several 
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things  that  need  attention  but  I  guess 
I'm  the  only  one  vfho  sees  the  need. 
All  good  things  come  to  those  who  wait* 
I  shall  bide  my  time. 

The  Lethbridge  residence  is  almost  ready 
for  a  housewarming.   Several  of  the  con- 
freres here  have  seen  it  and  all  comments 
are  favourable.   I  am  pleased  that  they 
feel  that  way.  Perhaps  it  v/ill  spark  a 
few  improvements  of  our  own  if  for  no 
other  reason  than  envy. 

Enough  for  nov/.  Already  I  am  late  with 
the  information  for  tiie  Annals.

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Dear  Father  Scollard, 

"i^his  is  the  feast  of  our  Canadian  mar- 
tyrs —  unhonoured,  unsung  and  even  un- 
conmemdrated  here  in  Paris  —  and  yet, 
they  were  French,  weren't  they?  Thank 
you  for  the  card  from  Windsor.   Jere 
you  Visitor  there  —  or  merely  a  vis- 
itor? In  either  case  I  hope  the  accom- 
modations and  ice  cream  were  adequate. 

As  you  doubtless  Jmov/  a  large  part  of 
the  summer  was  spent  with  our  French 
confreres.  We  found  them  "tr^s  syra- 
pathic;ues-'  e^diibiting  many  of  the  qual- 
ities "typical  of  Basilians*^.  The  area 
around  Annonay  and  St.  Albans  is  pic- 
turesque and  varied  —  no  end  of  his- 
torical interest.   On  the  whole  I  feel 
toward  Annonay  the  \^ay  you  probably  feel 
about  Windsor.   It's  a  wonderful  house 
•••  to  visit.   Seriously  though,  I  think 
our  presence  and  the  resultant  contact 
did  contribute  some\/hat  to  "good  rel- 
ations."

Scholasticat  St.-Basile  has  been  chosen 
as  the  name  for  the  Paris  House  of 
Studies  (?)  vfhich  v/ill  be  occupied  on 
December  7th. 

The  house  is  located  at  2?  rue  Maximilien 
Robespierre,  Issy-les-Houlineaux,  Seine, 
and  backs  on  rue  Pierre  Brosselette. 
Issy-les-Moulineaux  is  the  nearest  sub- 
urb southwest  of  Paris.   The  building 
stands  on  a  slif^ht  rise  overlooking  le 
Pare  Municipal  d'lssy.   Beyond  the  park 
is  I'Holiport  de  Paris  which  runs  heli- 
copter service  between  Paris  and  Brussels, 
Farther  av/ay  on  a  clear  day  the  view  ex- 
tends over  the  western  part  of  the  cap- 
ital to  les  Invalides,  le  Tour  d' Eiffel 
and  Sacre-Ceour. 
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The  house  itself  is  a  newly  constructed 
building  of  brick  and  stone  planned  by 
M.  Volardo,  architect  and  contractor 
for  his  own  use.   Due  to  sudden  ill 
health  he  has  been  forced  to  sell  this 
house  only  a  year  old,  and  move  to  the 
south  of  France.   The  ground  floor  of 
this  pleasant  three  storey  building  con- 
tains two  bedrooras,  chipel,  utility, 
furnace  rooms  and  garage.   A  full  flight 
of  stairs  leads  from  the  front  walk  to 
the  main  entrnnce  v/ith  its  balcony.   On 
the  raain  floor  are  the  dining  room, 
kitchen,  conununity  room  and  one  bedroom. 
The   second  floor  has  four  bedrooms.  The 
walls  ana  foundation  are  strong  enough 
to  perrait  adding  a  fourth  floor  v/ith 
five  bedrooras. 

Scholasticat  lit.-Basile  (?)  is  ideally 
located  for  students.   A  five  minute 
walk  along  rue  Andre  Chenier  and  rue 
General  Leclerc  leads  to  le  Grand  S^ra- 
inaire  de  St.— i^ulpice.   ^his  is  the 
Seminary  for  the-^rcndiocese  of  Paris, 
but  houses  as  well  diocesan  seminarians 
fron  other  parts  of  France,  England, 
Ireland,  Scotland,  Switzerland,  South 
iimerica  and  the  United  States  (Connec- 
ticut and  Inline).   Among  the  Religious 
Communities  v/ho  send  their  students  here 
are  the  August inians,  the  Passionists 
and  les  Fils  de  la  Charity  (a  new  com- 
munity devoted  to  working  class  parishes.) 

In  three  or  four  minutes  in  the  same  dir- 
ection one  comes  lo  the  terminal  station 
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(Mairie  dflssy)  of  the  main  north-soath 
Metro  line.   A  twenty  minute  ride  brings 
one  to  the  he';rt  of  l^•^ris.   From  the 
station  Notre-Da«e-des-Ghamps  one  can  be 
at  L'Institut  Catholique  in  five  minutes. 
The  sarae  Metro  line  takes  on  to  SSvres- 
Babylone  very  near  to  la  Chapelle  de  la 
Mtdaille  Miraculeuse  and  la  Fraternite 
Sacerdotale.   A  little  farther  along  are 
stations  at  la  Place  de  la  Concorde 
(from  where  the  Biblioth^que  Nationale 
is  easily  reached)  and  3t.-Lasare.  A 
transfer  from  the  Mairie  d'Issy  line 
takes  one   conveniently  and  quickly  to 
Motre-Dame  de  Paris  and  la  3te-Chapelle. 
Other  interesting  3ootn  such  as  le  Tour 
d 'Eiffel,  lUrc  de  Triomphe  and  L'Eglise 
de  St.'^ulpice  are  likewise  easily  ac- 
cessible by  Metro. 

In  Issy-lea-Moulineaiix  our  house  is  in 
the  parish  of  ot.  Etienne.  Versailles 
is  a  short  distance  to  the  v/outhv/est, 
while  the  Seine  and  I'Isel  3t.

I  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  30  Mass 
intentions  Pro  Defuncta,  which  you  sent 
rae,  and  I  have  one  more  fatJor  to  ask  of 
you:  would  you  send  me  a  copy  of  the 
Toronto  Ox'do  as  soon  as  it  is   available.

Wally  Piatt  and  I  arrived  here  on  Fri- 
day night  and  found  two  of  your  letters 
awaiting  me.   xhey  v/ere  most  appreciated 
as  I  had  heard  nothing  from  Toronto 
since  leaving  there. 

First,  in  regard  to  the  items  in  your 
letter:  Kevin  Kirley  sent  some  Annals 
nev/s  to  you  yesterday  as  soon  as  I  re- 
minded him;  and  ./ally  tells  me  he  sent 
you  the  Paris  address  and  phone  number. 
I  hope  that  Johnny  Gaughan  maintains  a 
firm  stand  at  the  Soo  —  the  priests 
and  people  there  just  have  to  provide 
the  money  to  operate  the  school  (3t. 
Mary's  College)  and  it  is  their  problem 
how  to  raise  it.   «^e  are  discussing  the 
name  of  the  Paris  house  here  v/ith  Fathers 
Charles  n.oume  and  Henu  Robert,  and  will 
corae  up  v/ith  two  or  three  possibilities 
(the  name  Georges-Bernard  was  Vally's, 
not  mine).   Father  Houme,  after  l\is  re- 
search v/ork  has  great  admiration  for 
Fatlier  Pierre  Tourvieielle,  Father  Julien 
Actorie  and  Father  Jean  ;ioulerin  —  not 
much  for  Bishop  Gharbonnel  whom  he 
thinks  exploited  the  Basilians  a  bit.  I 
will  ask  him  about  Leorat  Picansel,  of 
whom  I  had   never  heard. 
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Apparently  our  list  of  invalids  is  in- 
creasing. Since  you  did  not  mention 
Father  Henry  Carr  in  your  second  letter 
I  presume  his  condition  is  not  critical. 
Speaking  of  sickness,  I  soent  yesterday 
in  bed  here  as  a  result  of  a  bad  stomach 
upset  provoked,  I  think,  by  a  meal  of 
their  famous  "nnonay  mushrooms  on  Friday 
night.   I  am  feeling  o.k.  today  but  will 
be  glad  to  get  back  to  a  Canadian  diet 
soon. 

Was  glad  to  hear  our  novices  were  still 
all  v/ith  us.   I  think  that  is  a  record 
for  this  time  of  year  but  I  imagine 
some  will  begin  to  drop  off  soon.  They 
have  some  prospects  here  and  v/hile  there 
is  one  good  prospect  for  next  year,  it 
will  still  take  time  to  build  up  any 
sizeable  group  for  a  normal  novitiate 
class.   -».'his  one  boy  could  go  on  and  take 
a  year  or  two  of  Philosophy  before  start- 
ing the  Novitiate.   By  that  time  there 
might  be  enough  to  have  a  regular  novi- 
tiate class. 

Was  glad  to  receive  the  paper  account 
of  the  Spadina  Expressway.   It  looks  to 
be  a  few  years  away  from  completion 
yet.   Also  t  eDeer  Park  Zoning  seems  to 
be  still  quite  unsettled.   Did  you  get 
Bob  white  to  go  to  the  meeting. 

I  have  talked  to  Father  Robert  re  the 
Ordo  and  he  will  forward  you  the  neces- 
sary^ information.   Kevin  will  able  to 
help  him  v/ith  any  details  and  Father 
^ume  will  also  be  consulted. 
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I  am  not  enthused  about  the  proposed 
house  in  Koch ester  four  miles  from  John 
Fisher  and  hope  they  don't  rush  into 
anything  hasty  there.   I  am  afraid  the 
disadvantages  would  be  almost  as  great 
a.s  in  the  present  situation  and  accen- 
tuated by  the  larger  number  involved • 

Well,  we  finally  took  the  plunf'ie  in  the 
Paris  house  and  made  a  down  payment  of 
$5>000.   These  transactions  in  France 
are  trenendously  complicated.   At  one 
meeting  there  were  eight  officials  in 
addition  to  Jally  and  myself  and  all 
were  talking  at  once.   Johnny  Gaughan 
completed  the  Glenerin  deal  with  one- 
tenth  the  fuss  and  formality  as  sur- 
rounded the  first  stage  of  this  one. 
However  I  think  we  are  adequately  safe- 
guarded and  have  taken  every  precaution 
not  to  be  surprised  by  some  additional 
payment  for  taxes  or  licenses  or  fees, 
etc.   We  plan  to  spend  considerable  on 
the  alterations  but  think  it  is  a  wise 
move.   Oil  heating  it3  almost  essential 
and  a  couple  of  showers  are  also  needed. 
We  purchased  most  of  the  furniture 
needed  for  the  present.

Because  of  a 
heavy  fog  I  spent  five  hours  at  Le  Bour- 
get  Airport  but  finally  reached  the 
Knights  of  St.Golumba  in  time  for  dinner. 
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I  think  the  boys  were  glad  to  see  some- 
one from  horae.   The  follov/ing  day  we 
got  a  car  and  went  to  Stratford  and 
Oxford.  Bob  I4adden  sai*:  he  never  en- 
countered two  such  indifferent  and  blas6 
sightseers  as  Jim  and  I.  they  are  both 
well  and  enthusiastic  about  their  work. 
Jim  vshould  finish  his  research  here  in 
June  but  Bob  will  need  another  full 
year  in  h.n^land. 

Wally  and  I  Ifet  Paris  last  Thursday 
after  signin^j;  the  documents  for  the  pur- 
cha.'je  of  the  house.   »^e  travelled  to 
Nime  the  first  day  and  stayed  there 
overnight  in  order  to  say  Mass  at  the 
tomb  of  St.  Bemadette.   I  was  very  im- 
pressed v.'ith  the  shrine  there,  probably 
because  it  v/as  not  over- run  v/ith  tourists. 
I  am  just  beginning;  to  find  my  way  around 
the  house  here,  being  delayed  a  bit  by 
yesterday's  sickness.  They  put  on  a 
fine  French  meal  for  the  Visitor  today 
and  now  Father  Robert  is  going  to  drive 
me  to  3t.  Basile  to  visit  the  church 
there  and  the  cradle  of  the  Basilians. 
I  am  much  impressed  by  the  good  spirit 
and  devotion  of  the  group  here.   I  will 
start  seeing  each  of  them  individually 
tomorrow. 

I  expect  to  leuve  here  by  bus  for  Nice 
about  the  end  of  the  week  and  will  arrive 
in  Home  about  i>unday.   I  have  a  tentative 
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reservation  leaving  Rome  on  Thursday, 
November  2,  and  should  reach  Toronto 
by  liovember  3rd,  if  there  are  no  un- 
foreseen delays •

I  answered 
the  cood  lady  and  said  that  I  would  have 
her  request  forwarded  to  Father  L»eo 
Sands,  in  case  he  might  have  copies  of 
his  iiPILOGUE.   oince  I  do  not  have  Leo's 
address,  may  I  ask  you  to  jend  it  along 
or  to  tiave  someone  else  do  that  for  you? 
Whetiier  or  not  he  has  copies,  he  .>fould 
probably  be  pleased  to  knov;  that  his 
talk  was  appreciated  to  such  an  extent. 
I  assume,  of  course,  that  she  is  refer- 
ring to  our  Father  viands;  I  do  not  know 
of  any  other,  although  I  personally  was 
not  aware  01  the  particular  talk  to 
which  she  refers. 
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While  attending-  the  Catholic  oocial  Life 
Conference  in  Halifax,  I  said  I-'ass  one 
raorninf^  at  the  Convent  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd and  had  a  visit  with  your  sister. 
She  looked  very  v/ell  and  she  is  still 
full  of  her  trip  to  Angers;  apparently 
it  made  a  deep  impression  on  her; 
Mother  Holy  "^Viost  says  it  is  the  same 
for  everyone  who  goes  tl ere. 

I  chaired  my  last  Canadian  Religious 
Conference  raeeting  on  October  10  to 
open  their  series  of  sessions.   Next 
day,  I  transferred  to  the  Canadian 
Catholic  Conference  and  had  my  first 
taste  of  episcopal  meetings.   It  was 
an  interesting  experience,  slightly 
less  formidable  than  I  had  anticipated. 
Cardinal  Mc^uigan  was  on  hand,  said  the 
prayers,  etc.,  and,  although  he  took 
little  part  in  discussions,  he  was  cer- 
tainly v/ell  aware  of  all  that  was  going 
on.  They  must  fi^ ure  that  new  bishops 
are  lair  game  for  v/ork;  they  put  me  on 
the  Board  and  then  said  that  the  latest 
Come  is  normally  secretary  of  the  same. 
I  went  on  to  Halifax  from  Ottawa.   The 
papers  there  were  excellent  ana  very 
considerable  enthusiasm  was  displayed 
by  both  clergy  and  laity.   Father  E.G. 
Leiiel  seemed  to  be  the  only  other  Bas- 
ilian  present;  he  was  on  his  way  back 
from  the  celebrations  at  Memorial 
University  in  Newfoundland. 
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Father  Rousseau  finally  wrote  about  the 
Preparatory  Coramltte;  the  one  for  Rel- 
igious seems  to  ^^on  on  continuously, 
once  it  starts,   I  do  not  see  that  I 
can  absent  myself  for  two  or  three 
months  as  would  appear  to  be  the  time 
necessary.   I  am  therefore  asking  him 
if  there  is  one  tine  rather  than  another 
tl-iat  v/oiid  be  preferable,  hence  I  am 
still  not  sure  v/hen  I  shall  be  going. 
If  I  go  at  the  beginning,  it  will  be 
November  22.

Dear  Bob: 

Thank  you  for  the  picture  of  the  mons- 
trance. It  managed  to  get  back  into 
(Hurricane)  Carla's  territory  unharmed. 
Most  every  place  is  in  the  rapping  up 
process  these  days.  We  didn't  fare  too 
badly.  Je   lost  a  couple  of  trees  and 
about  50  tiles  off  the  roof  of  the  school, 
which  is  insured.  We  had  no  fear  for 
the  buildings  crumpling  because  I  think 
they  could  run  an  atomic  test  against 
some  ^^of  the  v/alls,  and  not  dint  them. 
St.  ^'hornas  High  School  lost  about  a  half 
a  dozen  trees.  V/e  hiad  winds  up  to  92 
miles,  and  that  was  plenty  for  us. 
Galveston  was  badly  hit,  both  by  the 
hurricane  and  the  tornado  whicVi  fol- 
lowed. The  Christian  Brothers  at  Kirwin 
had  their  house  completely  demolished 
and  nine  brothers  in  side,  with  none  of 
them  injured.  The  Ursuline  convent  and 
a  part  of  the  school  is  a  total  loss. 
There  isn't  a  trace  of  a  place  called 
Seabrook,  near  LaPorte,  and  Port 
O'Connor. 

We  had  about  35  refugees  in  the  Gym  for 
two  days.   One  expectant  mother  threw 
out  the  alarm  and  from  gym  to  baby  was 
less  than  an  hour.   I  am  glad  that  they 
got  her  moved  because  none  of  us  here 
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have  had  fifth  year  theology,  or  a  vhite 
coat.   I  suggested  that  the  oaby  (a  girl) 
mi(^ht  be  called  Carla  Gym,  but  it  did 
not  seem  to  take. 

Haven *t  seen  any  of  the  Mssionaries 
since  the  storm  to  hear  v/hat  their  dara- 
age  v/as.   I  did  hear  that  the  new  church 
in  Angleton  had  roof  damage.   No  report 
on  theShannon  cathedral  has  come  through. 

The  University  of  St.  ^homas  has  had 
registration  this  week.   They  were  de- 
layed for  two  days  on  account  of  the 
storm  —  v/e  didn't  have  school  for  two 
days  either  —  and  from  all  reports 
their  registration  is  up  from  last  year. 
i/e  didn't  get  any  of  Bucky  Allnoch's 
^friends'*  at  our  school  this  year.  About 
four  schools  got  some,  running  from  60 
at  St-  Mary's  to  2  at  St.  Theresa's. 

Everyone  here  and  in  to-m  is  well,  ^e 
hope  ^'Esther"  sticks  to  Terry  Forest  ell's 
territory  and  away  from  us.

Dear  Father  Scollard: 

It  is  difficult  to  give  you  a  complete 
pi ct lire  of  the  hurricane  damage  on  our 
missions.   I'lany  of  our  people  have  lost 
their  horaes  and  all  of  their  belongings. 
It  is  impossible  for  me  to  tell  you  hov/ 
many.   Ae  crops  have  been  badly  damaged 
and  as  a  result  many  of  the  people  will 
suffer  badly  because  there  v/ill  be  no 
work  for  them.  Tv/elve  people  were  killed 
in  our  mission  territory.  Eight  droimed 
in  Angleton;  one  was  electrocuted  when 
he  picked  up  a  hote  line  (He  was  one  of 
the  patriarchs  of  our  Ohurch ) ;  one  was 
electrocuted  in  Eagle  Lake  the  same  way; 
and  one  was  killed  in  Freeport  — 
cause  unknown  other  than  the  hurricane. 
There  v/ere  a  great  number  bitten  by 
snakes  v/hich  literally  flooded  the  de- 
bris that  was  left  in  the  mission  to^^ms. 
Shnake  vaccine  was  floating  around  like 
beer  at  a  German  dance I 

Hone  of  the  prie^sts  or  sisters  suffered 
any  bodily  injury,  although  everyone 
spent  some  sleepless  nights.   None  of 
our  cars  were  damaged.   In  fact  we  got 
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off  very  lightly  considering  the  terrific 
damaged  suffered  by  otViers.  The  problem 
now  is  to  battle  v/ith  the  insurance 
people  for  adjustments.  Following  is 
a  quick  run-down  of  the  estimated  dnage: 

FreePort:  Church  roof  badly  damaged; 

water  stood  in  the  church  for 
five  days  damaging  the  pews,  v/alls, 
sanctuary,  etc.  $5, 000.  Catechetical 
Center  roof  dainaged,  floors  badly  dam- 
aged; water  stood  on  the  floor  for  five 
d&ySf  4   3,000.  tie   were  unable  to  get 
back  into  Freeport  for  nearly  five  days, 
as  the  entire  city  was  covered  with 
water. 

Angleton:  St.  Basil's  Church  lost  all 
of  the  shingles  on  the  roof, 
interior  damage  from  water  on  floors, 
^10,000.  Uectory  and  convent  roofs 
were  damaged,  #2,000. 

Nev/  Gulf:  Church  had  the  entire  roof 
blown  off.  A  little  water 
damage,  estimated  $3,000. 

Bay  City:  The  old  church  which  is  still 

used  for  ?4ass  and  Catechism, 
roof,  walls  and  floor  badly  damaged. 
May  need  an  entire  new  structure,  estim- 
ate, ^5,000.  Catechetical  building, 
roof  and  «/all  damage,  :^1,000. 

Stafford:  Church  roof  damaged,  $200. 
Hall,  roof  and  wall  damage, 
#2,000. 
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Wharton:  Rectory  and  convent  roof 
damage y  41 » 000* 

Eagle  Lake:  xwoof  damage,  $1,000. 

Sargent:  fe/e  had  three  feet  of  v/ater 

covering  the  property  at  Sar- 
gent* We  lost  our  pecan  crop  and  many 
trees.  Damage  from  IS*  tide,  $2,000. 
We  lost  all  of  our  chickens,  half  of 
our  piges,  one  cown;  the  bam,  the 
fences,  boat  and  motor,  and  our  water 
well.  The  caretaker's  house  was  badly 
damaged  (all  floor  damage)  from  high 
water,  3'  water  in  house.  The  estimated 
loss  at  Sargent  v/ill  be  close  to  >|$,000, 
none  v/hich,  apart  from  the  house,  is 
covered  by  insurance. 

None  of  the  other  buildings  on  the  Kds- 
sions  viere  damaged.   It  will  take  per- 
haps a  year  for  us  to  repair  the  damages 
and  knov/  exactly  how  much  damage  the 
Mssions  suffered.

I  received  your  note  about  the  failure 
to  receive  the  annual  budget  from  the 
University  of ;it. Thomas  and  have  passed 
on  tlie  information  to  Father  John  Murphy 
and  Father  Leslie  Vasek. 

Father  Vasek  has  not  been  well  and  re- 
cently spent  a  few  days  in  the  hospital 
taking  tests  from  head  to  toes  and  rest- 
ing.  Fortunately,  the  tests  were  mostly 
negative.   What  he  needs  is  a  little 
relaxation.   He  works  under  tension  and 
has  been  doing  so  since  he  returned  from 
his  doctoral  studies  in  Toronto.  He 
probably  spent  these  years  of  study 
under  tension  also.   I  have  encouraged 
liira  many  times  to  get  away  for  some  re- 
laxation, without  success.   I  even  de- 
cided this  surafier  to  take  a  vacation 
with  him  in  order  to  induce  him  to  go 
through  with  it.   1  am  not  sure  that  he 
will.   It  v/ould  also  be  my  first  vacation 
in  six  years.  Under  the  circumstances, 
I  hvave  avoided  putting  pressure  on  him 

to  get  the  budget  ready,  fearing  the 
consequences  on  his  health.   The  doctor 
is  keeping  him  under  sedatives  for  a 
while  and  I  believe  the  realization  that 
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the  tests  v/ere  negative  has  helped  a 
little,  too.  He  promises  to  get  the 
budget  ready  before  long. 

The  comments  on  the  appointments  are 
varied.  There  seems  to  be  general  con- 
tentment here  at?  the  University.   Of 
course  I  am  pleased  to  remain  in  Texas, 
although  if  I  were  needed  to  plug  a 
hole  elsewhere,  I  would  do  my  best.  Any 
olf  substance  might  do  the  job  just  as 
well,  however.   I  think  we  have  as  aaich 
future  here  as  elsewhere,  even  though  I 
expect  the  Western  world  to  feel  the 
impact  of  anti-Ghristian  ideolOj7;ies  and 
esrjecially  Comriunisra  for  some  years  to 
come  and  this  v/ili  no  doubt  affect  the 
progress  of  theGhurch  everywhere.   The 
responsibility  of  perating  provinces 
v/ithin  the  Basilian  Goinnunity  frightens 
one  a  little,  although  I  believe  it  is 
the  inevitable  condition  for  grov/th. 
Having  resided  down  here  seven  years 
now  (how  the  time  flies),  I  have  a  deeper 
realization  of  how  difficult  it  is  to 
have  an  intimate  knov/ledge  of  conditions 
here  from  such  a  distance  asToronto. 
More  than  that,  it  is  even  harder  to 
v/ork  up  an  ardent  interest  in  the  pos- 
sibilities and  local  difficulties  of 
such  a  periphery  of  the  Community  as 
is  the  Southwest  of  the  United  States^ 
from  ohe  environs  of  St.  Joseph  Street 
or  Russell  Hill  iioad.

Dear  F^^ther  Scollard, 

I've  been  meaning  to  write  for  some 
time,  but  this  is  the  first  time  the 
tlioughit  ana  the  opportunity  have  come 
at  the  same  time,   ^hanks  for  the  copy 
of  the Annals  and  the  letter  that  accom- 
panied it.   I  was  particularly  inter- 
ested to  see  that  Jinfay  Keon  has  enough 
time  free  from  his  duties  at  St.  i'varfc's 
College  in  Vancouver  to  be  iiacristan  at 
St. Francis  High  School  in  Lethbridge. 
Probably  I'm  not  the  first  person  to 
remark  to  you  such  a  curious  arrange- 
ment.  Thank  you,  too,  for  explaining 
the  affair  V/eigel.  SamFemiano  merely 
mentioned  it  in  passing  as  though  I  had 
he^ird  all  about.   As  a  matter  of  fact 
your  letter  is  the  only  information  I 
had  on  the  subject.   The  confreres  have 
a  bad  liabit  of  mentioning  things  like 
tliat  in  their  letters  and  leaving  them 
unexplained.   I  still  don't  know  why  Ed 
^ourg  is  in  the  hospital  for  such  a 
long  stay  or  how  Bill  Davis  is  now. 

I  haven't^  thank  the  Lord,  been  afflicted 
with  loneliness  or  homesickness  and  I 
don't  expect  to  be.   For  the  first  while 
jujt  being  in  Rome  v/as  so  fascinating 
the  very  idea  of  feeling  a  pang  for  home 
was  ridiculous.  Now  that  Rome  has  be- 
come less  of  a  novelty  I  am  beginning 
to  find  ray  studies  interesting,  at  least 
some  of  thera,  especially  the  Semitic 
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language  of  Ugaritic.  Ilaybe  I'm  really 
a  philologist  at  heart.  TheAngelicum 
is  about  what  I  v/as  led  to  expect.  I 
passed  the  entrance  exam  ea^  ly  (17  out 
of  a  possible  20  whatever  that  means) 
and  most  of  the  classes  are  repitition 
of  familiar  ideas.  However,  I  can  wit- 
ness that  their  explanations  do  clarify 
many  points  my  seriinary  course  had 
left  in  the  sliadow. 

No  special  book  buys  have  corae  my  v/ay. 
livery  so  often  by  way  of  diversion  I 
prov/1  through  one  of  the  many  book  stores 
in  Some,  but  in  general  the  books  here 
are  so  expensive  I've  begun  to  order 
thera  from  Paris  or  Blackwell's. 

The  Hector  here  is  giving  a  series  of 
spiritual  conferences  on  spiritual  dir- 
ection. I  found  the  first  tv/o  very 
interesting,  v*/hat  I  understood  of  them, 
because  he  contrasted  the  Tirdentine  and 
French  concepts  of  spiritual  direction, 
the  former  looking  to  one  or  two  speci- 
alists as  directors  in  a  seminary  and 
the  latter  considering  all  the  professors 
as  directors  and  confessors  —  our  v/ay. 
A  propos  of  some  tentative  efforts  in 
our  Comaunity  to  turn  to  Trent's  v/ay, 
I  believe  the  I'ector  let  slip  the  remark 
tiiat  on  the  coiiraittee  preparing  for  the 
present  council  the  ?'rench  method  seems 
to  liave  gained  repreiientation  v/hile  the 
Ttidentine  has  not.   I  find  the  olupic- 
ians,  especially  Father  iiobillard,  good 
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confessors,  but  they  take  too  long.  I 
don't  care  what  anyone  says,  no  one  on 
his  knees  bex'ore  a  confessor  can  pay 
attention  to  a  five  minute  counsel.  And 
the  Italians  are  worse.  I  had  no  idea 
of  this  until  I  tried  to  go  to  Confes- 
sion to  the  chaplain  on  the  boat.   I 
raust  have  waited  fifteen  minutes  v/hile 
one  person  v/as  in  the  box  and  this  was 
an  old  lady  whc  wasn't,  I'm  sure,  a 
hardented  sinner.   It's  a  real  laugh 
to  preach  frequent  confession  vfith  that 
sort  of  practice. 

By  way  of  diversion  I  visit  museums  and 
learn  Italisn.  V/e  liave  as  a  guide  a 
French  priest  who  leads  a  different  ex- 
cursion every  week.  He  is  very  good, 
and  speaks  such  clear  I'^rench  even  I  can 
understand  him.  Never  a  connoisseur  of 
art  I've  found  the  trips  both  enjoyable 
ana  instmictive.  They  beat  slide  lec- 
tures any  day.  As  for  Italian  I  seem 
to  be  progressin  weekly,  lly  teacher, 
sher  v/orks  mornin^;s  at  Berlit25,  is  ex- 
cellent. By  accident  I  have  acquired 
the  reputation  for  fluent  Italian.  My 
teacher  remarked  to  someone  that  I  was 
the  best  pupil  she'dhad  (seh  probably 
meant  Knglish-speaking),  and  this  was 
interpreted  to  mean  that  I  speak  Italian 
fluently.  All  v/eek  now  different  Can- 
adiens  with  whom  I  had  only  had  a  nodding 
acquaintance  before  have  come  up  to  me 
to  tell  me  they  have  heard  I  speak  Ital- 
ian like  a  native.  c>ince  it  helps  to 
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have  a  status  with  les  Ganadiens,  I 
never  deny  this,  but  I  am  very  careful 
not  to  begin  talking  Italian  with  them. 

With  that  sage  observation  I'll  close 
this  letter  resolving  to  v/rite  again  in 
the  not  too  distant  future.  Extend  my 
Ghiristmas  wishes  to  all.  And  you  know 
me  well  enough  to  realize  my  need  of 
your  prayers.

The  tardiness  of  lay  reply  is  a  poor  in- 
dication of  how  much  I  enjoyed  reading 
your  letter.   It  was  ins  true  tii^e  to 
read  of  the  cororaittees  being  forraed  by 
the  general  council  as  was  the  piece  of 
news  tliat  reached  me  last  week  of  Eddie 
Brennan's  appoini^nient  as  Director  of 
Vocations.  If  the  latter  post  involves 
a  great  deal  of  personal  contact  with 
the  students  in  our  schools,  I  couldn't 
think  of  a  better  choice. 

Father  t«allace  Piatt  is  here  now,  and 
it  makes  quite  a  difference  for  me  to 
have  a  confrere  here  near  ray  ov/n  age. 
^G   take  Italian  lessonvS  together  nov/, 
and  have  a  lot  of  fun  doing  it.  His 
interest  in  sight -seeing  was  a  shot  in 
the  arm  for  my  flagging  enthusiasm  so 
that  since  his  coming  I've  made  a 
second  visit  to  the  Gastel  Sant'Angelo 
and  a  first  visit  to  the  new  Morth  Amer- 
ican College.   Jit  the  North  araerican  we 
looked  up  a  seminarian  I  had  met  on  the 
ship  coming  over  and  another  who  is  a 
good  friend  of  Dick  Morrison. 

I'm  still  going  to  school,  don't  w'orry. 
Hot  that  I  can  claim  to  be  getting  much 
out  of  the  theology  courses,  except,  I 
hope,  a  licentiate.  On  the  other  hand 
it  is  like  a  breath  of  fresh  air  to  go 
over  to  the  Biblicum.   They  treat  us 
more  like  intelligent  students  over  there. 
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Consequently  v/hile  I  find  it  fairly 
easy  to  work  on  Semitics,  etc.,  it  is 
doubly  hard  to  make  myself  keep  up  with 
the  theology  v/ithout  any  inspiration. 

Tiiere  was  a  tempest  in  a  teacup  over 
here  last  month  as  you  may  iiave  heard 
which  blew  up  over  an  article  attacking 
some  professors  at  the  Biblicum*  I  hear 
it  rumoured  tliat  the  Pope  himself  took 
a  hand  in  taming  the  wind  and  waters 
with  the  result  that  all  is  quiet  again, 
the  Romeo  article  and  the  Biblicum's 
answer  both  being  v/ithdrawn  from  the 
market • 

I've  written  to  Father  ^vey  to  ask  per- 
mission to  go  to  a  little  to\m   near 
Genova  for  Holy  week,   -^^he  priest  there 
has  retiuested  some  help  to  perform  all 
the  ceremonies  the  way  the  Church  wants 
them  done.  I  may  even  get  to  hear 
Italians  confessions  for  the  first  tine 
in  viev/  of  Irhich  I*m  studying  a  small 
book  Father  Piatt  lent  me.  Father  Eugene 
Malley  v/as  so  anxious  I  should  have  some 
experience  hearing  Confessions  when  I 
got  back  from  the  ^jouth  last  summer  I 
thought  he  was  going  to  insist  I  go  out 
the  afternoon  of  the  day  I  was  leaving 
for  Uev/  York.  It  will  be  funny  now  if 
I  return  with  all  my  experience  in  hear- 
ing Italian  confessions.  Father  Vincent 
Kennedy  tells  me  I  can  certainly  put 
that  to  use  once  I  get  back. 
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Father  Kennedy  is  back  from  his  four 
day  rest  at  the  hospital  and  we  hope 
he's  in  good  shape  again*  It  v/as  his 
higi:i  blood-presiiure.  »ihat  a  pity  it 
will  be  if  hecan't  continue  his  v/ork 
here!  As  a  laember  of  the  secretarial 
committee  of  the  Litui'gical  Comniittee 
he  is  the  only  ^^n^lish  speaking  repre- 
sentative, and  he  has  told  ine  he  often 
intervens  in  their  disucssions  to  insist 
that  such  and  such  v/on't  work  in  North 
America*  Xhis  is  the  conimitte  v/hich 
must  read  and  collate  all  the  material 
of  the  various  task  forces  attached 
to  it. 

I  hope  you  are  in  good  health  and  enjoy 
the  change  of  secne  just  brought  about.

Since  you* re  preparing  the  Annals  for 
this  year  and,  since  I  remaniber  your  re- 
marking after  one  of  my  short  notes  to 
you  that  it  wouldn*t  even  take  up  two 
lines  of  type  in  said  Annals,  and  since 
I  appreciate  your  notes  to  me  on  the 
back  of  the  Newsletter,  I'll  try  to 
make  this  letter  Ion,  enough  to  equal 
perhaps  five  lines  of  type  in  said  Annals 

I  am  an  TTL  from  the  Angelicum  for  what- 
ever that's  v/orth,  but  no  chance  of  SdB 
this  fail*   In  fact  the  Rector  was  em- 
phatic yesterday  in  assuring  me  I'd  have 
to  take  the  full  two  years  for  an  SSL 
although  he  did  give  me  credit  for  my 
previous  language  studies,  and  so  my 
program  will  be  lighter  in  both  years. 

My  tivo  months  in  Germany  kept  me  busy, 
33  hourr.  of  class  a  week,  but  were  very 
profitable.  I  hope  I  have  a  chance  to 
go  back  next  year.  I  met  some  very 
fine  people  '^hile  there  with  wriom  I 
hope  to  keep  in  contact.  In  fact  the 
Director  of  the  Blaubenen  branch  of  the 
Institute  presented  me  v/ith  a  v/ork  of 
Jovseph  Pieper  as  a  remembrance.   The 
Director,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Kraus 
is  a  philoso  )hy  PhD  from  Munich,  and  we 
had  some  interesting  philosophical  and 
theological  discussions. 
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England  was  a  great  place  to  spend  a 
few  weeks.  I  met  some  nice  people 
there  throu^;h  Bob  Madden.   I  found  the 
British  "reserve"  to  be  largely  a  myth. 

'i*he  problem  in  Paris  was  the  language 
and  the  fact  that  I  was  there  entirely 
as  a  tourist.  I  felt  more  on  the  out- 
side looking  in  there  than  in  any  place 
else  in  iiiurope  this  summer.  The  fact 
that  I  stayed  at  the  Fraternite  which 
is  run  by  French  Canadian  priests  and 
not  Frencl'unen  no  doubt  had  something 
to  do  with  it. 

I  met  Stan  Kutz  for  a  day  in  Munich  and 
we  v/ent  out  to  the  Oktoberfest  together. 
I  spent  the  night  in  the  guest  room  of 
one  of  the  chaplains  at  the  Ai'my  Base 
and  left  next  moi'ning  for  Salzburg  and 
Vienna  with  two  friends  from  the  Canadian 
College,  one  of  v/hom  owned  a  car  which 
made  thi£i  part  of  the  trip  veiy  inex- 
pensive. Gas,  food,  hotels,  etc.  for 
nine  days  came  to  about  ^40  a  piece  and 
we  spent  a  day  in  Munich,  four  days  in 
Vienna^  a  day  in  Salzburg,  and  a  day 
in  Venice. 

The  food  in  Gemany  took  a  little  getting 
used  to,  but  the  proof  of  my  stomach's 
complete  recovery  from  the  agitation  of 
seminary  days  is  the  picture  you'll 
liave  to  imagine  of  me  sitting  down  to 
an  evening  meal  of  bread,  ch.eese  and 
half  a  big  roll  of  cold  sausage. 
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The  retreat  here  was  good,  and  I  under- 
stood the  French  of  the  preacher  very- 
well  •  Hovever,  having  just  got  back 
from  vacation  I  found  it  pretty  hard 
to  f-et  in  the  spirit  of  things.  Too 
distracted.  Please  keep  me  in  your 
prayers  this  year  that  I  raake  a  good 
course  from  a  spiritual  as  well  as  an 
intellectual  point  of  view.

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Dear  Father  Scollard, 

This  isn*t  the  letter  you  asked  for. 
It*s  junt  a  line  to  let  you  know  I  only 
got  your  letter  tv/o  days  ago  v/hen  I  got 
back  to  iCorae.   I*m  sorry  I  can't  send 
you  something  for  the  opening,  but 
you'll  understand  that,  only  tv/o  days 
back,  I  liciven't  got  my  ear  to  the  ground, 
Of  course,  the  Bishops  are  thick  as 
flies.   Not  here  at  the  College,  though. 
Cardinal  Loger  presides  here  which  must 
drive  av/ay  many  who  like  to  talk  as 
well  as  listen  av/ay.   As  to  the  tips 
or  rumors  Leger  would  be  a  goldmine, 
but  if  I  stand  listening  to  him  for 
more  than  a  minute  I  begin  to  feel  un- 
easy.  Archbishop  Pocock  isn't  here  yet, 
at  least  yesterday  not  yet.   He  left 
his  passport  in  Toronto  which  he  real- 
ized in  New  York. 

I  was  talking  with  Bishop  Alexander 
Carter.  He  recounted  an  anecdote  prov- 
ing U.S.  efficiency.   Fifty  Bishops 
came  over  on  the  Constitution.  Each 
Bishop  found  at  his  door  a  Masskit. 
This  was  a  propos  of  the  Italians'  fail- 
ure to  have  prepared  the  Bishops'  iden- 
tification cards  yet,  although  the  docu- 
ments v/ere  sent  in  in  Harcla* 

I  read  a  quote  of  the  Holy  Father's  in 
the  newspaper  replying  to  a  report  that 
he  v/as  so  worried  about  the  Council 
that  he  couldn't  sleep  at  night.   He 
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said  words  to  this  effect:  "Me,  worry?" 
The  important  thing  is  to  get  started. 
Then  we'll  see  where  things  go  from 
there." 

Bishop  Carter  said  the  lines  seem  to  be 
drawing  already  for  a  fight  in  the 
council  betv/een  conservatives  and  liber- 
als. You*ve  probably  already  heard  the 
French  MacLean's  mentioned  the  two  most 
conservatives  of  the  Canadian  Bishops 
and  said  Bishops  X  and  Y  have  departed 
for  the  Council  of  Trent. 

l*m  writing  this  at  5:30  p.m.  The  Rec- 
tor promised  us  tickets  for  tomorrow 
for  the  opening  Mass  of  the  Council  and 
I'm  waiting  for  him  to  get  back  in  to 
get  one.  But  it  may  be  wiser  to  watch 
the  whole  thing  on  TV. 

The  sumner  was  great  but  tiring.  Especi- 
ally tiring  was  the  month  in  Spain.  We 
drove  between  3000  and  4000  miles^ 
August  and  September  in  Germany  was 
really  fun.  You  should  have  seen  me 
with  a  group  of  CatViolic  men  and  women, 
a  church  group  on  their  annual  weekend 
of  mountain-climbing.  Trying  to  follow 
the  Germans  over  the  mountains  I  began 
to  wonder  how  we  ever  v/on  the  v/ar.  Only 
beer,  schnapps  and  song  revived  me  in 
the  evening.  You  should  have  seen  me 
in  my  "lederhosen". 

I  did  my  retreat  privately  at  the  monas- 
tery of  Beuron  in  the  Danube  valley. 
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Maria  Laach  and  Mredsous  received 
their  first  monks  in  the  last  century 
from  Beuron  (St.  Mcirtin) . 

I We  now  baptized  two  babies  —  Filippo 
in  Italy  and  Martin  Peter  Johannes 
Michciel  Kraus  in  Germany.   Preached  in 
German  too. 

I  need  some  T^assintentions.   Give  my 
regards  to  all.

Dear  Father  Scollard: 

Thanks  for  the  document  v/hich  arrived 
today.   Also  for  the  nev/s  in  your  two 
letters.   I  shall  be  very  happy  to  get 
the  Annals  as  I  made  a  mistake  and 
brought  along  a  1959  one.   "ould  you 
be  sure  to  give  Bob  Crooker  ray  address: 
he  v/as  to  write  to  me  about  the  need 
of  my  course  at  the  Pontifical  Institute 
of  Mediaeval  otudies  in  the  second  sem- 
ester.  ABk  Armand  Ilaurer  for  Joe  Muckle's 
address;  I  am  sure  you  do  not  have  that 
one  for  the Annals. 

Vfy   work  at  the  Sacred  Congregation  of 
Religious  is  stalled  at  the  moment,  as 
Father  fiavasi  is  away  sick.   The  Litur- 
gical Commission  is  quiet  at  the  moment; 
they  are  busy  preparing  the  revised 
text  of  the  report  and  the  final  meet- 
ing is  postponed  probably  until  Spring. 
There  is  a  case  coming  up  for  study  at 
the  Sacred  Congregation  of  Rites  in 
November.   Incidently  our  section: 
Sezione  Storica,  only  deals  with  cases 
which  are  based  entirely  on  documents; 
where  there  are  living  witnesses,  we 
are  bypassed  completely,  so  that  I  would 
not  see  such  a  case  as  that  of  Brother 
Andr«j.  I'X>nsignor  Frutas  tells  me  that 
the  case  of  the  foundress  of  the  Holy 
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Names  may  come  up  this  year.   I  am  en- 
closing a  Decree  from  the  Holy  Office 
which  should  interest  our  parishes, 
viz.  the  permission  to  take  Gomraunion 
to  the  sick  in  the  afternoon.   I  know 
that  John  T.  Kelly  and  Gerry  Anglin  at 
Holy  tiosary  Parish  will  be  interested. 
Frankly  I  don't  see  where  it  was  any 
business  of  the  Holy  Office  but  as  they 
say,  they  are  the  'Suprema*  Sacred  Con- 
gregation and  can  over-ride  us  all. 

I  paid  ray  respects  to  Bishop  Alexander 
Garter  at  theCanadian  Gollege;  he  is 
here  for  a  meeting  of  the  Gommission 
for  the  Lay  Apostolate.   He  told  rae 
the  story  of  hov/  he,  Archbishop  i^ocock 
and  our  omti   Archbishop  Flahiff  hapi)ened 
to  be  appointed  so  late  to  the  Gommis- 
sions.   Apparently  there  was  a  terrific 
protest  to  the  Delegate  uhen   the  first 
lists  Ccime  out  v/ith  no  name  of  any  Eng- 
lish speaking  bishop  on  them;  and  only 
one  English  speaking  priest  as  you  know, 
^he  Delegate  got  busy  in  Home  and  the 
three  above  were  named. 

Bishop  Francis  Allen  is  here  but  I  have 
not  yet  contacted  him;  he  v/as  out  when 
I  phoned. 

You  can  tell  Gene  M?illey  and  those  who 
are  interested  that  they  can  get  re- 
signed to  the  fact  that  there  will  be 
no  more  dispensations  for  ordination  at 
the  end  of  the  t  ird  year.   It  is  true 
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that  they  did  allow  some  last  year  after 
the  decision  was  made  but  that  was  for 
a  fev/  cases  v/here  all  plans  had  been 
made  for  ordination  at  the  end   of  the 
tern  in  June  1961.  For  the  time  being 
the  Canon  Law  must  be  observed;  — 
ordination  not  before  the  end  of  the 
exams  after  the  first  term  of  the  fourth 
year.   Perhaps  in  a  few  years  they  may 
relent  but  it  is  useless  to  ask  for  it 
now»  No  sign  yet  of  Father  Hubert 
Coughlin.   Bill  Irwin  is  in  the  very 
best  of  health;  any  stomach  trouble 
that  he  had  has  completely  disappeared. 
Is  there  any  news  of  Archbishop  Flahiff 
coming  here?

Dear  P'ather  Scollard: 

Thanks  for  the  Annals  v/hich  arrived 
yesterday.   It  is  very  well  doen;  con- 
gratulations.  I  have  read  it  from 
cover  to  cover  and  have  found  only  two 
mistakes,  one  of  fact  and  one  of  spell- 
ing.  Bill  Irvfin  is  at  the  Bliblical 
Institute  this  year;  and  Kirley  is  once 
spell edKIrely.  That  is  better  than  par 
for  the  course. 

Speaking  of  mistakes,  I  want  you  to 
check  on  one  of  mine.   In  the  new  number 
of  the  Constitutions  —  228a  —  I  think 
it  reads  Unam  saltern  mensem  etc.   It 
should  be  uhum;  I  tried  to  check  on  my 
copy  but  I  had  unam  ...  mensam  ... 
which  is  terrible.   If  it  is  wrong  in 
the  decree,  correct  it  before  our  class- 
ical scholars,  e.g.  Joe  Muckle,  start 
criticizing  the  Sacred  Congregation. 

I  had  a  letter  from  Archbishop  Flahiff 
announcing  his  arrival  on  the  21st  for 
the  Commission  on  Religious.   I  hear 
that  James  Charles  Cardinal  Mc^^uigan  is 
here  but  have  not  seen  him.   In  fact  I 
have  not  been  going  around  much  the 
past  few  days;  we  have  had  three  days 
of  torrential  rains  and  the  Tiber  is 
running  hi^'^her  than  I  have  seen  it  in 
years.   I  iiave  been  ^^rkin  at  the  Vatican 
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Library  and  got  soaked  coming;  home  in 
spite  of  an  umbrella  and  raincaot.  It 
seems  to  be  clearin/^  today.

I  have 
been  told  that  the  Central  Commission 
is  purely  advisory  and  tk^.t  Pope  John 
himself  will  decide  what  i6  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Council.  That  may  speed 
tl  ings  up  a  bit  and  prevent  some  of  the 
old  guard  from  having  too  much  say.

Thanks  for  your  letter  and  insurance 
number.   Now  I  can  vfalk  the  streets  in 
security  knowing  that  if  I  am  bov;led 
over  by  the  v/indsor  traffic,  1*11  be 
taken  care  of  when  they  find  the  little 
certificate  in  my  pocket. 

I  am  making  arrangraents  to  be  in  Toronto 
for  New  Year's  Day  rtnd  for  the  week 
following  it  (at  least  that  long).  I 
plan  to  spend  a  couple  of  days  of  test- 
ing at  the  riovitiate  and  the  rest  of 
the  time  on  library  work  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  library,   we  do  not 
have  all  the  j^eriodicnls  here  that  I 
v/ould  like  to  consult.   It  is  too  time 
consuming  and  costly  for  me   to  travel 
back  and  forth  to  i^ayne  University  every 
day  so  I  can  kill  two  birds  with  one 
stone  in  Toronto. 

At  present  I  am  very  busy  on  ray  thesis. 
%  study  has  to  do  with  the  mental  test- 
ing of  retarded  children  so  lam  visiting 
schools  every  day  doin^;  this  v/ork.   I 
plan  to  test  about  110  children  and  have 
completed  about  57  so  far.   yVnother  two 
to  three  v^^eeks  will  be  enough  to  com- 
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plate  the  work.  I  go  from  9-4  every 
day  of  the  week  (Mon.-Fri.).  I  find 
it  very  exhausting  since  after  all  that 
I  hcwe   everything  else  to  do,  including 
study,  evaluation  of  the  tests  given 
that  day,  preparation  for  the  next  day's 
testing,  office  and  spiritual  exercises, 
night  classes  some  evenings,  occasional 
visitors  or  people  to  see,  etc.  I 
leave  home  about  8:15  and  get  home 
about  5:00  —  then  the  fun  begins.  So 
as  you  can  see  I'm  not  idle.  I'm  be- 
hind the  schedule  I  had  planned  for 
myself.   I  had  hoped  to  be  finished 
tenting  well  before  Chrii^tmas.  ^^hat 
happened  v/as  that  I  saw  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Separate  Schools  and  he  promised 
rae  100  subjects  from  his  schools.  So 
I  did  no  more  until  I  was  ready  to  go 
to  work,  vfnen  I  was  set  to  go  I  dis- 
covered he  couldn't  muster  up  30  that 
I  could  use.  So  I  had  to  start  all 
over  again  v/ith  the  Public  School  Board. 
They  v/ere  very  co-operative  and  so  in 
tvfo  weeks  time   I  was  ready  to  go  again. 
But  the  delay  has  been  costly.   I  will 
have  to  leave  off  the  analysis  of  re- 
sults until  January  when  I  will  complete 
the  testing  program.

I  hope  you  will  excuse  my  lon?^  delay  in 
writinfi  to  you  regarding  the  testing 
program.   I  have  had  sorae  difficulty 
in  arranging;  the  permission  through  my 
own  fault.

My  rather 
mediocre  shov/ing  in  the  courses  is  at 
least  in  5)8rt  due  to  the  bewilderment 
which  I  experience  for  the  first  week 
or  ten  days.   It  was  such  a  strange 
place  with  so  much  going  on  that  a 
small  tovmer  like  myself  doesn't  have 
Kuch  of  a  chance.   I  lived  at  Ilanhattan 
College  run  by  the  Christian  Brothers, 
'ihey  v/ere  extreraely  nice  to  me  which 
helped  a  lot.   Isn't  it  strange  how 
living  I'/ith  another  comraunity  tends  to 
help  you  appreciate  your  ov/n?  I  saw 
them  as  they  re^iliy  were  and  there  isn't 
much  difference  between  their  problems 
of  coftiiion  life  and  ours,  except  tViat 
their  rule  tendb  to  make  it  a  bit  tough 
for  t?>em  at  times.   But  it  did  uput  a 
different  li/^ht  on  our  own  problems 
and  way  of  life. 

Excuse  my  rambling  like  this.   Id  did 
not  plan  to  write  so  much  but  once  I 
get  going  I'm  hard  to  stop.  Hope  you 
and  the  other  confreres  in  Toronto  are 
well.   I  suppose  you  know  that  Father 
Fergus  Sheehy  is  back  in  the. hospital 
and  not  doing  so  well  according  to  re- 
ports that  I  have  heard.
